The moment this blunder was made, @ per+ 
fon amongft the crowd, fuppofed to be one 
of his judges, called out to the executioner, 
and threatened him in fuch fevere terms that 
it is generally believed the executioner will 
lofe his tongue for his negle&t. The head 
of Pugatichew was then fluck up onan iron 
fpike, and the other parts of his body were 
feverally expofed on the top of the pole fixed 
in the middle of the feaffold. The three 
confederates doomed to be hung having fuf- 
fered the fentence, Panfilief was brought 
forth, who underwent precifely the fame 
punifhment as Pugatfchew, except that his 
head was not fpiked up. His mangled re- 
mains were placed near thafe of Pugatfchew, 
The other criminals next fuffered their va~- 
rious punifhments ; the tongues of fome were 
cut out, the nofes of other were cut off, and 
the reftwere feverally marked. The executions

Colonel Barre reduced the fubjeét of debate 
to this queftion : * Whether we would con- 
ciliate the affeétions of our colonies by leni- 
ent or hoftile meafures ?” The colonel relat-

Great-Britain. All the judges are to 
be henceforth nominated (not by the 
crown) but by the governor; and all 
(except the judges of the fuperior 
court) are to be removable at his plea- 
fure,eand-exprefly without the confent 
of that very council which has been 
nominated by the crown. 

The appointment of the theriff is by 
the will of the governor only, and 
without requiring in the perion ap- 
pointed any local or other qualifica- 
tion; that fheriff, a magiftrate of great 
importance to the whole adminiftra- 
tion and execution of all juftice, civil 
and criminal,,and who in England is 
not removeable even by the royal au- 
thority during the continuance of the 
term of his office, is by this bill made 
changeable by the governor and coun- 
cil, as often, and for fuch purpofes as 
they fhall think expedient. 

The governor and council, thus in- 
trufted with powers, with which the 
Britifh conftitution has not trufted 
his majefty and his privy council, 
have the means of returning fuch a 
jury in each particular caufe, as may 
beft fuit with the gratification of their 
paffions and interefts. The lives, li- 
berties, and properties of the fubjeét 
are put into their hands without con- 
troul; and the invaluable right of 
trial by jury, is turned into a fnare 
for the people, who have hitherto 
looked upon it as their main fecn- 
rity againit the licentioufnefs of power. 

6thly, Becaufe we fee in this bill 
the fame {cheme of ftrengthening the 
authority of the officers and-minifters 
of ftate, at the expence of the rights and 
liberties of the fubje@, which was in- 
dicated by the inaufpicious act for 
fhutting up the harbour of Bofton.

This act, unexampled on the re- 
cords of parliament, has been entered 
on the journals of this Houfe, as voted 
nemine difentiente, and has been ftated 
in the debate of this day, to have been 
fent to the.colonies, as pafled without 
a~livifion in either Houfe, and there- 
fore as conveying the uncontroverted 
wniverfal fenfe of the nation.

Lord North faid, this was not a proper

fame fate. The very contrary is the cafe, 
The caufe of Bofton is become the caufe of 
all America, Every part of America is 
wnited in fupport of Bofton, “ By thefe 
atts of oppreflion, faid he, you have made 
Bofton the Lord Mayor of America.” The 
pfefent fituation of America he compared to 
a funeral; trade and commerce were pall- 
bearers, the merchants and traders chief 
mourners, the Weft Indian and African 
merchants c¢lofed the proceffion, and the ar- 
my and navy, at a diftance, looked on in 
gloomy filence at fo melancholy a {peétacle. 
Right Hon, T. Townfhend, Mr. Hartley, 
and Mr. Fox, fpoke in favour of the amend- 
ment: this laft gentleman obferved on the 
manner in which’the gallery was cleared. 
He faid it was a mere minifierial trick to 
ftifle enquiry and fhorten debute ; for if the 
llery had been open, adminiftration muft 
oo. n obliged to break that filence and 
unconcern they now affected to hold.

It happens, however, very unforta- 
nately, that almoft the whole line of 
great and mafculine virtues, conftan- 
cy, gravity, magnanimity, fortitude, 
fidelitv, and firmnefs, are clofely al- 
lied to this difagreeable quality, of 
which you have fo juft an abhorrence 5 
and in their excefs, all thefe virtues 
very eafily fall into it.

That fear of difpleafing thofe whe 
eught moft to be pleafed, betrayed 
him fometimes into the other extreme.

In fhort, 
the Stamp Aé began to be no favou- 
rite inthis Houfe. He therefore at- 
tended at the private meeting, in 
which the refolutions moved by a 
right honourable gentleman, were fet- 
tled; refolutions Seedia to the repeal, 
The next day he voted for that repeal; 
and he would have fpoken for it too, 
if an illnefs, (not as was then given 
out a political) but to my know- 
ledge, a very real illnefs, had not 
prevented it. 

The very next feffion, as the fafhion 
of this world paffeth away, the repeal 
began to be in.as bad an odour in this 
Houfe as the Stamp Act had been in 
the feflion before. To conform to the 
temper which began to prevail, and to 
prevail moftly amongft thofe mof in 
power, he declared very early in the 
winter, that arevenue muft be had out 
of America. Inftantly he was tied 
down to his engagements by fome, 
who had no objection to fuch experi- 
ments, when made at the coft of per- 
fons for whom they had no particular 
regard.

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Here this extraordinary man, then 
chancellor of the Exchequer, found 
himfelf in great ftraits. To pleafe 
univerfally was the objeé of his life; 
but to tax and to pleafe, no more than 
to love and to be wife, is not given to 
men. However he attempted it. To 
render the tax palatable to the parti- 
zans of American revenue, he made a 
preamble, flating the neceffity of fuch 
a revenue. To clofe with the Ame- 
rican diftin€tion, this revenue was an 
external or port-duty ; but again, to 
foften it to the other party, it was a 
duty of fupply. To gratify the colonifis, 
it was laid on Britith manufactures ; 
to fatisfy the merchants of Britain, the 
duty was trivial, and (except that on 
tea, which touched only the devoted 
Eaft India company) on none of the 
objects of commerce. To 
counterwork the American contra- 
band, the duty on tea was reduced 
from a fhilling to three-pence. But 
to fecure the favour of thofe who 
would tax America, the fcene of 
colle€tion was changed, and, with 
the reft, it was levied in the co- 
lonies. What need I fay more? This 
fine-fpun fcheme had the ufual fate of 


all exquifite policy. But the original 


plan of the duties, and the mode of 
executing that plan, both arofe fingly 
and folely from a love of our applaufe, 
He was truly the child of the Houle.

fcorched, but not confumed, The broad 
fhield of the law proveéted me, A generous 
public, and my noble friends, the frecholders 
of Middiefex, the éver fteady friends of liber 
ty and their country, poured balm into my 
wounds, They are healed. Scarcely a fear 
remains but I feel, I deeply feel, the wounds 
given to the conftitu:ion. They are ftill bleed- 
ing. This Houfe only can heal them, They 
only can reftore the conftitution to its former 
ftate of purity, health, and vigour, May be 
permitted to point out the mode of the cure, 
and the falutary methods I think you ought 
to apply? Before I proceed to the remedy, I 
fhall beg the indylgence of the Houle to ftate 
the cafe, and I hope they will forgiwea dry, 
but candid narrative of faéts, becaufe I mean 
to argué from them. I will give them as 
briefly as poffible, and with a!l the impartia- 
lity of a by-ftander. 

Mr. Wilkes was firft ele&ted for the county 
of Middlefexon the 28th of March 1768. He 
was expelled the 3d of Febraary 9763, and 
the fecond time chofen witheut oppofition 
the 16th day of the fame month, -Onithe 
day following, that eledtion was yacated, end 
he was declared bya majority of the Houfc in- 
capable of being ele&ted into that parliament, 
Notwith ftanding this refolution of the Honfe, 
he was a third time on the 16th of March 
elefted without oppofition, for 1 fuppofe the 
ridiculous attempt of a Mr. Dingley, who had 
not a fingle freeholder to propofe or vote for 
him, can hardly be called an oppofition, 
That eleétion however was declared void the 
nextday. On the 1;th of April Mr. Wilkes 
was a fourth time eleéted by a majority of 
1343 votes againft Mr. Luttrell, who had 
only 296. The fame day the Houfe yoted, 
«¢ that Mr. Luttrell ought to have been re- 
turned.” On the 29th of April a petition 
was prefented to the Houle from the.frec- 
holders of Middlefex by a worthy Baronet?, 
who is not only an honour to this Houfe, but 
to human nature; notwithftanding which 
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the Houfe on the 8th of May refolved, ¢ that 
Henry Lawes Luttrell, e{quire, is duly elect- 
ed a knight of the hhire to ferve in this pre- 
fent parliament, for the county of Mid- 
dlefex.” 

Thefe are the Icading facts. I will not trou- 
ble the clerk, fir, to read all the refolutions, 
to which I have alluded. They are moft of 
them frefh in the memories of gentlemen. 
F only call for that of Feb. 17, 1769, re- 
fpe€ting incapacity as the certain confequence 
of expulfion.

“ At a meeting of Proteftant Dif- 
fenting Minifters in the county of 
Effex, at Chelmsford, Dec. $, 1772, 
it was refolved, 4 

“* That as Chrift is ever to be re- 
garded as the fole head of the Chriftian 
church ; we are clearly of opinion 
that no human or religious te what- 
foever, tiforced by penal laws, ought 
to be impofed on the minifters of his 
religion.” 

At another meeting, May 25, 1773 
it was refolved, 

** That if, or whenever, any future 
application fhould be made to parlia- 
ment, concerning this important fub- 
ject, it is our opinion, that it be only 
Sor the repeal of the penal laws in force 
againit Proteftant Diffenting minifters, 
tutors, and {chool-mafters, on their 
offering reafonable fecurity to govern- 
ment for their good behaviour as 
loyal fubjects : that men of all perfua- 
fions may enjoy the fame liberty which 
we with for ourfelves.” 

Thefe refolutions were communi- 
cated to the London minifters, to let 
them know that a Zoleration clo 
with any religious fubfcription would be 
grievous to thofe who figned them, 
and confequently that they could not 
join in dan application upon the 
grounds which they propofed—befides 


. this, moft if not all of the minifters 


fent .the committee feparate letters, 
fignifying their difapprobation of any 
declaration ofa religious kind whatfo- 
ever. Nor were thefe the fentiments of 
the Effex minifters only. They were 
the fentiments of many minifters in 
other counties, as the committee well 
knew, notwithianding all their for- 

mer 
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mer boaftéd pretenfions to unanimity. 
Befides ‘there were many who only 
fignified their approbation upon the 
notion that “ a little was beiter than 
nothing,” but who freely owned that 
they preferred a more extenfive plan 
as more confiftent and’ generous— 
Thefe gentlemen did not advert, 
ahat changing one fu ion for 
another, was in fad gaining nothing, 
but on the contrary rivetting the fet- 
ters fafter, and expofing their non- 
fubfcribing brethren ch spe danger 
than any now can a end. Of the 
reft, who fignified their approbation to 
the late applications, the committee 
well know with what pains, by what 
atts, arid by what influence they ob- 
tained many names. And I believe 
it is likewife well knowti,that numbers 
were. deceived by their imagining 
ear apee to have been for the 
repeal of penal laws. Whether 
their own imagination, or the com- 
mittee, deceived them I need not fay. 
Bat if only a few of their brethren 
would have been injured by their fuc- 
cefs, fhould not that have been a fufh- 
cient reafon for enlarging their plan,{o 
as to include all? efpecially as it might 
have been done without any injury 
tothemfelves. They could not,fave 
any reafonable objection to, and. they 
would not have been injured by, the 
mode propofed by the Eflex minifters, 
though they and many others would 
by the London mode.

What this city was in the Roman 
times, the very particular appearance 
of the {pot will enable us to form a ra- 
tional conjecture. Only fuppofe the 
citadel and upper city, upon the fum- 
mit of this mountain, ftill ftanding, 
and furrounded, as it was, with a 
ftrong wall, more than half a mile in 
circuit : under this the lower city en- 
vironed by a prodigious rampart and 
deep ditch; and loweft of all the 
fuburbs very fair and large: the river 
at a {mall diftante from the foot of it 
on the-weftern fide ;. with which when 
their communication thould be occa- 
fionally cut off, the inhabitants and 
garrifon might be fupplied (though 
with much labour, as from a great 
depth) with foft water from the wells’ 
within their own fortifications;—and 
a ftron and more defenfible place, 
in. thofe times, can hardly be con- 
ceived, \ 

But perhaps a better idea of it may 
be obtained by comparing it with the 
ancient Alefia in Gaul. That city is 
recorded to have been built by Hers 
cules. He founded Alefia, fays *Dio- 
dorus Siculus, which he fo called from 
queft of warlike 
enterprizes ; which became afterwards 
the regal city and metropolis of Gaul. 
Irremained free and unconquered from 
the time of its illuftrious founder, till 
compelled by Cafar to receive the Ro- 
man yoke. It ftood in the territories of 
the Mandubii, now Dufemois. This
